Sam Houston 
sppointed him land surveyor. Since then 
ale bas sought him constantly. He was 
legislator, district judge and member of con- 
before the war. Through that struggle 
de served in the confederate cabinet, 
and as oon 2 tbe rebel govern- 
ment went under he returned to Texas 
and held office under the state government 
until his political disabilities were removed, 
when he was sent to congress, serving in the 
lower house until 1887, when he was promoted 
to the senate. 
In his day Reagan has been a strong man— 


_ especially so op constitutional questions affect- 
' {ng states’ rights—but of late years his powers 


Wave begun to fail, and he became a good deal 
of a bore. He always insisted on making a 
speech on every subject that came up, and his 
appearance on the floor invariably had the 


. @ffect of clearing the galleries. He had few 


ideas to advance, and mistook the sound of 
his volce for eloquence. u a matter 
of fact, no man ever had less idea 
of the requirements of oratory than 
Reagan. At points in his speech which called 
for pathos and gentleness, he would roar like a 
lion; and when he would reach aclimax which 
required vigor and emphasis, he would sud- 
denly lower his voice until i¢ was almost as 
soft as the cooing of a dove, and those about 
him could scarcely hear his words. Senator 
Reagan rarely occupied his own seat in the 
senate chamber, but moved about, 1 
the seats of senators who were absent. 
It was a remarkable oolncidence that, 
whenever he would occupy a senator's seat 
tor any length of time, some dreadful mishap 
would occur to the senator. Death seemed to 
follow in his wake, and he was looked upon as

A Senseless Persecution. 

The latest advices from Russia confirm 

the reports of the persecution of the Jewish 
inhabitants by the government. 
In a fow brief words in our telegraphic 
columns will be found a graphic descrip- 
tion of the exodus from Moscow. The ex- 
pelled Jews are chained wrist-to-wrist in 
gangs, and marched out of thecity under 
guard. As oon as they are arrested the 
Russians plunder their houses and shops. 

For no crime whatever these peaceful, in- 
dustrious and thrifty people are driven from 
the homes of their childhood. They are 
robbed of their possessions, and manacled 
like felons. The old and the young, the 
strong man and the weak woman, are treated 
alike, and driven out of the country under 
the lash and at the point of the bayonet. 

It is said that many of these unfortunates 
are rushing to the priests for conversion and 
baptism, hoping thereby to save themselves 
from the wrath of the czar. This may be 
true. The instinct of self-preservation makes 
men do many hateful things, and no doubt 
there are some Jews who would pretend for 
a while to be Christians rather than lose 
property, liberty, and perhaps life itself. 

The Christian world cannot be held guilt- 
less, however, if it quietly looks on and per- 
mits these outrages. Europe and America 
should unite in a protest so emphatic that 
the czar will be compelled to respect it. The 
interests of humanity require our interfer- 
ence. If this persecution continues, where 
will it stop? It may lead to similar 
_ erusades against races and religions in other 
countries. 

For this unprovoked crime Russia and the 
ezar will not go unpunished. It will in- 
crease the spirit of lawlessness, and it will 
ewell the ranks of the nibilists. It will 
make it impossible for Russia to borrow 
money, because the Jews control the finances 
of Europe. It will stir up everywhere in- 
tense anger against a government 80 unrea- 
sonable and oppressive. 

It is a blunder and a crime, and the vic- 
tims will not go unavenged. 


Speculation in Food. 

The advance in the price of wheat, eorn, 
oats, etc., as The Philadelphia Times points 
out, is of more than doubtful benefit to our 
farmers. 

Last year's crops are in the hands of 
speculators, and when the new crops are 
ready for market prices will be forced down, 
and the farmers will be compelled to take 
what they can get. Later, prices may be 
advanced again. : 

It is a bad state of affairs, but there Ia no 

remedy in sight just at present. Specula- 
tive combines and trusts have it in their 
power to buy crops at low prices and then 
advance the cost of food, including meat, to 
their own figures. 
II this sort of thing is to go on the evil 
may become so oppressive that it will work 
its own cure. When the farmers and the 
masses generally see that the scheme isto 
juggle with the prices of the necessaries of 
life in order to fill she pockets of the specu- 
lators and drain the pockets of the pro- 
@ucers and consumers, and when they find 
no relief in legislation they will resort to any 
defensive and remedial methods that may 
seem most effective. In plain English, 
there will be trouble if this unscrupulous 
speculation in food is allowed to go on. 

It is very easy for capitalists to say that 
the poor must accommodate themselves ta 
the situation by purchasing less, but In a 
country like ours there are millions of peo- 
ple who would rather fight and die than 
live half fed and half clad. When men are 
in such a mood speculators: should go slow, 
and statesmen should give the pressing 
economic problems of the day their best 
thought. 

We have not yet come to the worst, but we 
are drifting in that direction, and without 
something in the shape of substantial eco- 
nomie reform the people will make the mo- 
nopolists and speculators feel the crushing 
and sometimes cruel force that goes with 
the supreme power of numbers.

Fool Friends. 

It iu to be feared that Congressman Mills 
la not fortunate in some of his more active 
friends. This isnot Mr. Mille’s fault, but 
he will suffer the effects of it all the same. 
It is true that a man who aspires to public 
position can not get along very well without 
warm friends and strong friends, but many 
aman as able and as popular as Mr. Mills 
has been handicapped and crippled by the 
unnecessary partisanship of friends who have 
more enthusiasm than judgment, and Mr.

We have already called his attention to the 
wounds that Whiskers Jones, of The St.

The contest for the speakership of the next 
house is not to be between representatives 
of the two parties. Itis a contest that is 
confined to the democratic party, and for 
that reason it should take the shape of 
friendly competition among those who aspire 
to the honor and dignity of the position. It 
is a contest that should be carried on in a 
decent and an orderly manner, and with due 
regard for the amenities that should exist 
between the members of a great organization. 
But Whiskers Jones, as if with the deliberate 
purpose of injuring Mr. Mills, whom he pre- 
tends to favor, has placed the Texas states- 
man in the attitude of leading a bitter fac- 
‘tion fight against other democrats who are 
competing with him for the honors of the 
speakership. Jones is carrying on as hot a 
fight as if the other democrats who are can- 
didates for the speakership were members of 
the republican party, and he does not hesl- 
tate to employ the poor and clumsy art of 
downright slander in order to prejudice 
democrats against a distinguished member 
of their party. Such doubtful tributes as a 
fool friend can pay to Mr. Mills, Whiskers 
Jones is paying him, and he is more than 
welcome to the benb fits thereof. 

But Jones is not the only fool friend Mr. 
Mills has. According to all accounts he has 
a few in Texas, and a reaction has followed 
some of their recent performances. A fact 
may be gathered from the following resolu-

The affair of honor which recently o- 


curred at Dalton, the details of which were 
printed in THE CONSTITUTION of yester-

Ordiaarily, the affair which led to this 


sparring match would have led to a volu- 


minous correspondence, and probably to a 
hostile meeting with pistols. The common 
sense which is the basis of our. civilisation 
has come to understand that the duel settles 
nothing. The person who is seeking re- 
dress is as apt to be killed as the man who 
has given the affront. The barbaric equity 
on which the dueling system is based is.a 
myth; ft redresses no wrongs, and easily 
makes an honorable man a murderer. 

The two young men of Dalton are to be 
congratulated on the fact that they were 
courageous enongh to settle their difficulty 
in a sensible and manly way. Whatever 
satisfaction is to be got out of a resort to 
force is theirs, and neither one has the 
blood of a fellow-creature on his soul.

What fate would be more fitting for this false 
friend, who sold his benefactor? It is hard te be- 
lieve that he will be cured. He will snap and 
evar) and foam at the mouth like a rabid bound. 
He will rave in his paroxysms of maniacal frenzy. 
He will tear His flesh in his mad convulsions, and 
die like a wild beast. 

It seems that we were right. Lopes tried 
the Pasteur treatment, but medical skill 
was unable to save him. He lingered in 
horrible agony about ten days, and died last 
Sunday in one of his paroxysms. 

This man’s life and death show that, even 
in thie world, the wicked sometimes suffer 
exceptional pains and penalties. Lopez was 
Maximilian's trusted friend at Queretaro. 
The young Mexican had been kindly 
treated, and the emperor was the god- 
father of his child. Without provocation, 
and solely for the sake of gain, Lopez, on 
the night of the lith of May, 1865, gave 
the password to the troops of Juarez, and 
thus let them into the sleeping city of 
Queretaro. This base treachery caused the 
capture and death of Maximilian. The 
traitor received $30,000 in gold and the 
favor of the Juarez government. But his 
own wife deserted him. His children fled 
from him. A soldier slapped his face on 
parade. ‘The vagrants in the street hissed 
him. The beggars refused to accept his 
charity, and cursed him. 

For a quarter of a century this titled, 
decorated and gold-bought Thing struggled 
to regain the respect of his own country- 
men, bat, despite his attempts to defend 
and explain his conduct, he continued to be 
shunned as something unutterably vile. 

Even in his death he was disgraced. He 
did not die on the battlefield nor in the 
ordinary course of nature. It was reserved 
for a mad dog to be his executioner. Never 
was a traitor more horribly punished! «

He had abolished many 
of the bom bastic titles of the 
order. His title had formerly been 
‘most puissant grand commander,’ but he 
simplified it to grand commander. He struck 
off the words, ‘grand and supreme, which 
had formerly preceded the names of secretary 
genera), minister of state and prince of tbo 
royal secret. He insisted that the use of thesa 
high-sonnding phrares tended to make the 
order an object of ridicule to the outside world. 
He leaves behind him some literary works 
which are little short of marvelous.

The enforcement of the sidewalk obstruction 
ordinance is still creating talk. 

Yesterday the sidewalks on the business 
streets wore much of a Sunday «a 

Of course the receiving and shipping 
goods made it necessary for the merchants to 
use the sidewalks for their goods for a short 
while, but there wasa noticeable absence of 
fruit stands and other goods usually displayed 
on the sidewalks. 

The ordinance published in yesterday's Con- 
STITUTION was generally commented upon. 

And just here it may be stated that the or- 
dinance is not exactly new, nor is Alderman 
Woodward, the author of it. 

The ordinance was introduced into the coun- 
cil by Alderman Woodward at the request of 
the board of health. 

Several years ago the council passed an or- 
dinance prohibiting merchants and others 
from blockading the sidewalks by putting out 
boxes and the like. 

Soon after this the merchants presented 2 
petition asking to be allowed to use two. feet 
of the sidewalk next their places of business, 
which was granted, and during his term as al- 
derman Mr. Charles Collier introduced an or- 
dinance probibiting butchers from hanging 
meats over the sidewalks on awnings or other 
posts. This was done at the instance of the 
board of health. 

This beef ordinance was not sufficient, and 
the board of health again took up the matter, 
which resulted in the production of the ordin- 
ance introduced by Mr.. Woodward, and which 
is now creating the dissatisfaction among the 
merchants. 


There is a ratber remarkable feature in- 


volved in the talk brought about by the en- 
forcement of the recent enactment. 

It is claimed that property owners or mer- 
chants who have rented out sidewalk space to 
fruit dealers, did so in violation of law, as 
they had no right to collect rent for sidewalk 
space, which is the city’s property. 

This fruit-stand business has been a source 
of considerable revenue to those who collected 
the rents, and itis rumored that the Jandlords 
who have collected such rents will either have 
to refund to their frnit-dealing tenants or an- 
swer to a lawsuit brought by the city. 

„It is a hardship.on us,“ said Mr. A. NM. 
Shomo, yesterday. ‘‘We are compelled to 
leave our goods on the sidewalk in receiving 
and shipping, but, at the same time, I am 
op to abusing the privilege which we 
have been enjoying. It was this abuse that 
called forth the action of the council. I think 
it would have been much better if cases had 
been made against the parties who persistently 
blockaded the sidewalk in front of their places 
of business, instead of making the balance of 
us suffer on their account. f 

„Here is another ſeature of it. Our ship- 
ping gives the city a business-like appearance 
and Fee are compelled to hide our traffic un- 
der a bushel, so to speak, strangers who come 
here will not be very favorably impressed. It 
isthe bustle and air of business that have made 
the city what it is. Then again, it rarely 
ever occurs that both sides of a street are ser-

WHSf BND POLICEMAN. 


He Comes from the Country to Visit His 
Mother and Sister and Starte Back 
Again, but Never Gets There. 


David M. Crockett died yesterday morning 
at Providence intirmary, under poculiar cir- 


cumstances. 

Crockett was a white man about fifty-three 
years of age, a stationary engineer by trade. 

Wednesday afternoon, as. one of the West 
End policemen was crossing through what is 
known as Murphy’s woods, to the left of the 
Central railroad and in the vicin- 
ity of the Brosius a machine 
factory, he discovered Crockett lying on the 

undinastupor. He tried to arouse him, 
Bus failed. As quickly as possible the officer 
telephoned f r. no at Weat End. Dr. 
Longino was hot in at the time, but when he 
arrived he immediately went to the place 
where the offiger and the sick man were. 

The doctor readily saw that Crockett was 
suffering from an over os of opium. In his 
pocket a half ounce of the . as found, to- 
gether with a flask partly filled with whisky. 

Dr. Longino worked with the man several 
hours until he succeeded in recovering him to 
such an extent that he was able to stand up, 
and to tell who be was and where be lived. 

He said he was a machinist and an en- 
gineer; that he boarded at Mrs. Harrison’s, 
on South Pryor street, and that his sister, 
Mrs. Mitchell, lived near the East Tennessee 
sho 
Crockett’s arm was found to be paralyzed, 
and his face was bruised and burned. 

How he came by these injuries is not 
known. 

Leaving him in the woods in charge of the 
officer, Dr. Longino went back home, are 
in West End to notify Marshal Caldwell, — 
direct him to take Crockett to the Providence 
infirmary, where he could be properly at- 
tended to. 

About 7 o’clock Wednesday 8 Mar- 
shall Caldwell started to the city with Crock- 
ett in a wagon. He stopped by Dr. Longino’s 
house on his way, and then the doctor saw 
that he had relapsed and was in a dying con- | 
dition. The doctor provided some bedding 
and pillows out of his own home for the com- 
fort of the man, and he was finally 
brought to the hospital on Ivy street, 
where he died at 2 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, as stated, without ning conscious- 
ness 


Mrs. Mitchell, Crockett’s sister, 
was notified, and she and his mother went to 
the hospital. Neither knew of his sickness 
until they found him dead. 

Mrs. Mitchell stated that her brother has 
been employed at Alexander's dairy. farm, 
near the city, for sometime past. 

Monday he left the Alexander place, and 
came to Atlanta to seo his mother and sis 


ter, 

Ile visited them at thelr home, and at thas 
tine was apparently in 2 health, neither 
his mother nor sister noticing anything wrong 
with his face or arm, 

Leaving his atater’s house, Crockett stated to 
her that he was going back to the Alexander 
place, It is not known, however, that he car 
ried out this intention, 

He was seen Tuesday in West End, when he 
asked to be shown where he could get a drink 
of water. 

Tuesday night a negro man saw him lying 
in Murphy's woods, where he was found by 
the ofticers Wednesday alternoon. 

The negro thought he was apny | drunk and 

did not attempt to arouse him,or did not think 

to say anything about it until yesterday, when 

~ officers found the man in a comatose con- 
tion. 

From this it seems that Crockett must have 
laln in the woods Tuesday night and Wednes- 
* morning. 

o Dr. Longino he said that he had been in 
the habit of taking opium sometimes, but this 
was all that could be gotten out of him. 

How his face became burned and bruised 
and his arm paralyzed is a mystery. 

No inquest was held. It is thought that 
Crockett’s death was caused by an overdose of.

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TAXES ON RAILROADS. 


BAILEOADS PAY \ONS-FIVTH OF 


GEORGIA’S TAXES. 


Additional Taxes to Be Borne by the Rail; 
roads Under a Recent Act— The 
Great Peach Crop. 


The tax returns of the railroads in the state, 
which should be in the comptroller's office on 
the first of May, are coming in rapidly. 

Up to date the returns of but one have been 
rejected. That was the Augusta electric road, 
Comptroller 
Wright yesterday notified them that their re 
turns would not be accepted and that he 
would be forced to value it. They were, how- 
ever, at liberty to appeal. The Atlanta road 
Was returned at 86.000 per mile. 

“Do you know,“ said Mr. Wright, speaking 
of railrood taxes, that the Georgia railroads 
pay annually to the state more than $200,000 
in taxes. Indeed, the railroads pay about one- 
fifth of the total state revenues raised by the 
taxation of property. Altogether, the rail- 
roads last year paid out $500,000 in state and 
county taxes. This year they will pay oonsid- 
erably more, for, by an act of the last legisia- 
ture, all incorporated towns and cities are al- 
lowed to tax railroads in proportion to the 
mileage in their incorporated limits. The 
roads are required to report their property in 
each town to this oftice, and in turn we are 
required to report the same to the 
towns and cities, allowing each 
incorporated town to tax, not only 
the fixed property in its limits, but rolling 
stock and personality in proportion as the 
trackage in iti incorporated limits is to the 
total mileage. 

„That will be quite an item to the railroads, 
too, continued Mr. Wright. As an in- 
stance, the Savannah, Floridas and Western 
has more than $400,000 of fixed property in 
Savannah. Thecity taxes there are about 
2 por cent. Thus you will see, on thelr fixed 
property alone thie road will have to pay more 
than $4,000 of taxes aunually lu addition to 
their annual taxes heretofore. As this tax 
Is an additional expense, I presume the rail- 
road commission will ve called upon by the 
railroads to take it into consideration in mak- 
lug rates. aes 

„Rallroad property ia increasing wonder- 
fully in Goorgia,”’ Mr. Wright went on to ray. 
“Hinge 167 it has imoreased §40,000,000, I.aat 
year it inorensed 94,000,000, aud this year it 
Will exceed that amount. 

"Hut speaking of taxes, do you know the 
ity of Atlanta raines more money Ww run the 
city than in volleeted in taxes by the state from 
the entire state? Then Kufen county pays 
more than one-tenth of the state tases on 
property, That means, or should mean, that 
one-tenth of the wealth of the state isin Ful 
ton county, 

„The state only raises a little over $1,000,000 
annually from taxes on property, and about 
$500,000 from special taxes. 

A Small Peach Crop. 3 

The May crop report will be issued by the 
agricultural department next week. 

Already reports from many of the counties 
have been received. 

Reports from seventy counties, averaged, 
are to the effect that there will be but & per 
cent of a full peach crop. 

Many of our letters, said Assistant Com- 
missioner Hunnicutt, ay that the young 
peaches are dropping from the trees in very 
large numbers, and there are some who write 
ua that not a dozen peaches remain on avy of 
their trees’ Some weeks ago, just after the 
last frost, I thought about 40 per cent 
of the crop would hold to the trees and 
mature, but I am afraid I was mistaken. lu- 
deed, the frost did more damage than any one 
anticipated, and I fear the peach crop will be 
small this season. 

“Notwithstanding the enormous cotton crop 
last season,’’ continued Dr. Hunnicutt, ‘‘our 
reports up to date, and especially those from 
the southeastern part of the state. are to the 
effect that a ful] cotton crop has been planted. 
In the southeastern section the stand js said to 
be good, but in many other parts of the state 
the lack of rain has prevented the seed from 
Sprouting at all, and cotton is not up. But 
with a little rain during the next few days, 
the crop will be in good shape. 

Free Passes to Delegates. 

The attendance at the world’s fair conven- 
tion will be large. 

Indeed the chances are that every delegate 
will be present, for all the railroads in the 
state have notified the governor that they 
would issue free passes to all delegates. 

The blank passes have been sent by the 
various railroads to the governor’s office. 

They will be filled out with the names of the 
delegates here and mailed toeach delegate at 
his home. 

None of the roads have put any re- 
striction upon the number. They have 
simply sent blank books of passes 
in order that the governor might issue as many 
as are required. dl 

Under one Head. 

Treasurer Hardeman has furnished the ex“ 
amination of the Augusta banks, and is now 
in Savannah examining the state banks there. 

There are ascore or more applications on 
file in the governor’s office of men who want 
to go to Washington and copy off the names of 
those to whom the direct tax money is to be 
refunded in the state of Georgia. There are 
probably thirty thousand names on the records 
to be copied. The position is probably worth 
a thousand dollars and expenses.

It 
receives the light. allows it to pass through the 
aqueous humor, crystalline lens, and vitreous hu. 
mor, whose function it is to properly,assort and 
distribute the rays and throw them oni the retina. 
Thus we have the sense of sight. The eve is called 
upon frequently to work two-thirds of tho 
time, and it performs the task reli. 
ably and uncon plainingly until tired 
nature can hold out no longer, then the assistance 
of glasses is required.

ersons for presbyopia or old sight as it is called.
